COLORADO SPRINGS 


WILL GET LAND

Washington, April 23.— Through the 
energetic efforts 
of 
Representative 
Bell the bill granting the city of Colo­ 
rado Springs about 2,180 acres of land 
at $1.25 per acre w as today taken up 
for consideration by unanimous con­ 
sent and passed. The bill having passed 
the senate it now only requires the 
president's signature to become a law, 
and will be signed tomorrow or Fri­ 
day. 
R epresentative Bell after intro­ 
ducing the bill in the house followed 
it to the public lands com m ittee and 
after succeeding in having it referred 
to the secretary of the interior for his 
approval, had several conferences with 
the latter and convinced him of me 
necessity of the passage of the bill 
and of the great desire of the people 
of Colorado Springs for additional -and 
for water storage and was successful 
in having the secretary approve it. 
Judge Bell was congratulated today in 
the house on obtaining recognition and 
securing final passage of the measure. 


The house public lands com m ittee 
is giving a hearing on the Bowersock 
bill providing for leasing public lands 
for grazing purposes. 
Colonel Jonn 
P. Irish was heard today in behalf of 
the bill and during the m eeting he and 
Representative Bell engaged in a sharp 
controversy over statem ents 
which 
Judge Bell construed as derogatory to 
Colorado citizens. 
Colonel Irish cited 
numerous 
instances where Colorado 
cattlem en had 
raided 
sheep 
camps, 
destroying helpless anim als, and giv­ 
ing vent to their anim osity against 
sheepmen. 
He 
charged 
that many 
murders were the result of range con­ 
troversies and that passage of the 
pending bill would tend to allay strife 
between conflicting interests, 
.nidge 
Bell insisted that reports of range 
controversies had been largely exag­ 
gerated and that murders growing out 
of them did not number nearly as 
many as those growing out of card 
gam es and sim ilar m atters.

TEST OF GOVERNMENT CONSTRICTION

W ashington, April 23.—The house 
com m ittee on 
naval affairs today 
amended the provision of the naval 
appropriation bill so that one of the 
new battleships or armored cruisers 
must be built in a governm ent navy 
yard. 


At the m eeting yesterday a provision 
was adopted giving the secretary of 
the navy 
discretionary auiuority to 
build any or all of the new ships in 
governm ent yards. 
But the friends of 
the navy-yard proposition were not 
satified with this, m aintaining that 
as the navy department officially was 
opposed to building in government 
yards, 
the 
discretionary 
authority 
would not be exercised. 
As a result, 
the provision was amended today so 
that the secretary's authority remains 
as to building all the ships in govern­ 
ment yards but the additional pro­ 
vision is made that one battleship or 


one armored cruiser 
shall be built 
in such navy yard as the secretary 
may designate. 
An appropriation of 
$175,000 is made to fit up the yard 
for 
ship-building 
purposes, and ar­ 
rangement is made for a test of the 
merits of governm ent construction by 
keeping detailed accounts of labor and 
material, leaves of absence, etc., so 
that the item s of cost may be com­ 
pared with those of construction in 
private ship yards.

RIOTOUS STRIKERS IN 
HOTBED OF ANARCHY 


By Associated Tress. 


Paterson, N. .1.. April 23.—Striking 
dye helpers today stormed the estab­ 
lishments that were still running and 
by force compelled a complete sus­ 
pension of business In their trade. 
They engaged in a series of running 
fights with the police and plant man­ 
agers and in one 
of 
the severest 
clashes exchanged a volley of pistol 
shots with them. 
Many persons on 
either side were severely injured dur­ 
ing the rioting. 
It. was believed for a 
tim e that, it would be necessary to ask 
the state for troops to restore order, 
but the police expressed confidence 
iri their ability to handle the situa­ 
tion and no request for outside aid was 
made. 
Judge Dixon called the grand 
jury and charged them to indict me 
persons guilty of rioting. 


The conservative clem ent among the 
strikers 
had in the 
meantime dis­ 
avowed the violence of their fellows 
and urged a return to peaceful means 
to gain the end that is sought. 


Large numbers of the strikers were 
in sullen spirit and it was predicted 
tonight that any attem pt on the part 
of the employers to resume business 
without dealing with them would be 
desperately resisted. 


When the strikers completed their 
campaign against the plants in opera­ 
tion the number of men out was found 
to be nearly 4.000. 


The disorder began early in the day 
and was unexpected. 
A m eeting of 
strikers was held at 8 o'clock at Rue- 
ger's Riverside hail and 2,000 men 
gathered at the placc. 
The hall would 
not accommodate them all and the 
proceedings were slow because of the 
many nationalities represented. 
To 
simplify matters it was finally decided 
to have the men of each shop on strike 
appoint a committee of five to repre­ 
sent them. 
The m eeting was orderly 
and declared for peace, and the men 
were urged to keep away from the 
shops. 
The m eeting of com m ittees 
formulated the demands of the strik­ 
ers for the following scale of wages: 
Helpers, 20 cents per hour; machine 
men, 22 cents; finishers, 22 cents; ap­ 
prentices. not less than 20 cents; also 
that 55 hours shall constitute a w eek’s 
work, that time and a half be al­ 
lowed for overtime, that five minutes 
shall be allowed for washing up before 
quitting time and that the scale be 
accepted for five years. 


The old prices per hour were: Help­ 
ers. 1ti 1-2 cents; machine men. 18 1-4 
cents: 
finishers. 22 cents; 
learners, 
14 1-2 cents. 


W hile the m eeting was in progress 
hundreds of striker^ stood outsiiie the 
hall angrily d iscu ssin g' their griev­ 
ances. 


The radicals urged a raid upon the 
works still in operation, and when 
their suggestion was approved made a 
rush for Ine plant of Johnson, Cowdin 
& Co. 
The men at work there were 
called out and the strikers moved 
on to 
the 
establishm ent of 
James 
Simpson & Co. 
That firm, fearing 
trouble, dismissed the men and closed 


its doors. 
Robert Gaerte's works were 
visited next and after that the Bam- 
ford mill, which was where the first 
serious disorder occurred. 
The prop­ 
erty is walled 
in 
but 
the strikers 
gained the yard before the gates were 
shut. 
W indows were smashed, chem ­ 
icals spilled and much damage done. 
The men at work in the plant quickly 
quit their places. 
While one mob 
was closing the Bamford mill another 
was surging into the plant of the Amer­ 
ican Silk Dyeing and Finishing com­ 
pany. 
Armed with dye sticks and 
stones they charged through the plant, 
driving the men from their places. 
George Arnold, one of the members of 
the firm, was dropped insensible with 
a blow on the head from a dye s u c k . 
Almost sim ultaneously an attack was 
begun on the works of Emil Geering, 
and it was in the fight for possession 
of it that the shooting occurred. 


Two policemen were guarding the 
property, and when the mob came rush­ 
ing down on them they warned those 
in the van to keep away. 
Some one in 
the crowd discharged a revolver and 
the police quickly returned the fire. 
Half a dozen shots were fired and one 
striker, who escaped unidentified, was 
shot in the leg. 
The mob stoned the 
two policemen, and when one of the 
latter arrested one of the leaders, 
closed in around him. 
The officers 
swung their clubs and beat their way 
out of the crowd. 
A striker engaged 
Mr. Geering but was beaten off. 
One. 
of the patrolmen finally secured a 
rifle and when he came out and taced 
the crowd with it there was a general 
scattering. 


From Geering's the strikers hurried 
away toward the property of Knipseher 
& Maas, but that raid was checked by 
a squad of police which forced the 
crowd back. 
Gerald M isteli. a young 
striker, hurled a rock at the police 
and was placed under arrest. 
The 
crowd tried to rescue him, and to the 
number of several hundred followed 
the arresting officers to the prison, 
hooting at them as they trailed along. 
An attem pt was made to organize a 
second movement against Mr. Geer­ 
ing's works but only a few volunteered 
to take part in it. 
At noon the men at 
work for Geering went out and the 
place was closed down. 


At some of the plants raided, the 
strikers fam iliar with the machinery 
turned the steam on at full force and 
it was an effective weapon in driving 
the workmen out. 


The strikers met at Riverside again 
at 4 o'clock in the afternoon to re­ 
ceive the reports of the several shop 
committees. 
Nearly every one of the 
latter reported that their particular 
shop would agree to the wage conces­ 
sions demanded if all the other shops 
would. 
The 
conservative 
leaders 
strongly advised the strikers to avoid 
violence and disavowed the attacks 
made on the m ills during the morning. 


If the dyers’ strike is 
prolonged

W ashington. April 19.—Mr. Teller (Colo.) today introduced in the 
senate the following: 


“W hereas. It has been currently reported that nearly the entire crop 
of Cuban sugar has been purchased and is now held by what is generally 
known as the “sugar trust,” which is the principal consum er of raw 
sugar in the United States, and that any concession given to the raiser 
of raw sugar in the island of Cuba or any m easure intended for their 
relief by adm itting their sugar at reduced rates of duty into the United 
States, w ill only benefit the sugar trust and that the Cubans will 
receive no real benefit from such concession, and. 


“W hereas, It is alleged that a number of the citizens of the United 
States who have acquired large holdings of cane-producing lands in Cuha 
are now especially urging the reduction of duty on sugar, under the 
claim that such reduction w ill benefit the people of Cuba: therefore, 
be it 


“R esolved. That the com m ittee on relations with Cuba be directed 
to make an investigation as to the truth of these charges and to report 
to the senate, and to report, in addition thereto, what is the normal 
cost of m aking sugar in the island of Cuba; and also, if any con­ 
cession s shall be made in the way of a reduction of the duty on 
sugar com ing from Cuba into the United States, what concessions 
should be made by the governm ent of Cuba about to be established, 
on articles produced in the United States and exported into the said 
island of Cuba in order to make a reciprocal and equitable arrange­ 
m ent as to exports to Cuba and imports therefrom to the United Smtes." 


The resolution was referred to the com m ittee on relations with 
Cuba at the suggestion of Mr. Platt of Connecticut, chairman of that 
com m ittee.

General Funston 
spoke largely on the lines of his pre­ 
vious speeches, so far as the Philip­ 
pines war was concerned. He declared 
that the prolongation of the war was 
due more to the influence of outsiders 
than to the desire of the Filipinos for 
independence. 
The condition of the 
Filipinos under Aguinaldo’s so-called 
republic, he declared, was worse than 
during the m ost oppressive days oi 
Spanish rule. 
Said General Funston: 


’’I have only sympathy for the senior 
senator from M assachusetts, who is 
suffering 
from 
an over-heated con­ 
science.” 


The general, however, expressed the 
greatest contem pt for the men who, he 
declared, at the outbreak of the Span­ 
ish war wanted us to take everything 
Spain had but are now "playing at 
peanut politics and gambling in the 
blood of their countrym en.”

TELLER RESOLUTIONS 


ON SEDITIO N LAW S. 


Ky Associated Press. 


Washington, April 21.—Senator Teller to­ 
day introduced a resolution declaring it 
to be the sense of the senate th a t the 
sedition laws in force in the Philippines 
should be repealed. The resolution is pre­ 
ceded by a preamble citing the arrest of 
the newspaper editors of the Freedom and 
Volcano, published in the archipelago, and 
asserting th a t they are to be tried under 
these laws by judges who owe their a p ­ 
pointments and tenure of office to the 
government commission for the criticism 
of which the men are to be tried. 


The last paragraph of the preamble and 
the resolution is as follows: 


"Whereas, By the enactment of such 
laws and the denial of trial by Jury of 
those accused under them, the adm inistra­ 
tion of such laws by judge« appointed by 
the officials against whom the offenses are 
alleged to have been committed and who 
have reserved to themselves the right to 
remove such Judges at pleasure every ves­ 
tige of civil liberty is destroyed, personal 
liberty and property are without the secur­ 
ity of law and the Filipino people are be­ 
ing taught to hate the I'nlted States < ven 
as much as they hated Spain: therefore, 
be it. 


"Revolved, T h at it is the sense of the 
senate of the United States that the sedi­ 
tion law should be immediately repealed 
nnd prosecutions under them immediately 
ceased and th a t no person shall hereafter 
be punished by death, im prisonment or 
fined in the provinces of the Philippines, 
In which arm ed resistance to the authority 
of the United States has ceased, unless the 
accused on dem and has been tried before 
a jury of his peers and officially pro­ 
nounced guilty, and further, that there­ 
after in the courts of said archipelapo.

The sugar consum ption of the

OIL SHOWS IN REPUBLIC WELL.

Boulder. A pril 
19.—Everyone in ter­ 
ested in Oil here¿ and th a t m eans prac­ 
tically the w hole population at Boulder, 
is feeling- v ery jub ilan t tonight, more 
especially stockholders in the Repub­ 
lic Oil & D evelopm ent com pany. 
The 
reason for this is th a t a t a depth of 
061 feet, instead of being m erely a hole 
in the ground, the Republic Is a full 
fledged oil well w ith a capacity vari­ 
ously estim ated a t from 80 to 100 b ar­ 
rels per day. 


As chronicled in this m orning's paper, 
the drill stru ck oil sand a t a depth, of 
870 feet yesterday afternoon and drill­ 
ing w as suspended 
aw aiting 
orders 
from the general m anager of the com­ 
pany. Mr. T eagarden vyent out to the 
well and a fte r looking things over, de­ 
cided to continúe drilling. W ork w as 
im m ediately resum ed and a t about 11 
o’clock the am ount of oil began to in­ 
crease and soon the bailer cam e up full 
every tim e. 
D rilling w as 
continued 
until 3 o’clock th is afternoon when the 
flow had become so great th a t it w as 
impossible to drill, so the tools were 
pulled up. 
The bailer was sent down 
again and again and each tim e it cam e 
up full. 
An effort was m ade to drain 
the well in th is m anner b u t it proved 
an im possibility. 
A fter all the barrels 
about had been filled, 
the 
oil w as 
poured on the ground, and fully 100 
barrels w ere w asted in this way. The 
oil is som ew hat darker 
and 
greener 
than th a t found in the other wells, but 
is of practically the sam e quality. 


The well is down ju st 961 feet, hav­ 
ing drilled through 91 feet of the oil 
sand stra ta , and there is no telling 
how; much fa rth e r it extends. 
If the 
flow continues a t its present rate the 
well will probably not be sunk any 
deeper. 
It is 
the 
general 
opinion 
am ong oil m en that the Republic is an 
“edge well,” th a t is. close to the edge 
of the oil basin and th a t the sand is 
the sam e stratu m found 1,700 feet deep­ 
er in the M cKenzie. 
If this is so, it 
m ust have an enorm ous depth, as the 
two wells are only about 1,800 feet 
apart. Tubing will be put in on Mon­ 
day and as soon as tankage can be 
secured the well will commence steady 
pum ping.

BOULDER OIL. 


OIL NEWS. 


Special to the Gazette. 


Boulder, April 18.—A good deal of ex­ 
citem ent w as created today by the re­ 
port th at the Republic well had struck 
oil a t a depth of 860 feet. 
A s usual in 
such cases the report grew until the 
well had become a gusher which was 
spouting over the top of the derrick. 
C ontractor Huselton, who has charge of 
sinking the well, w as seen tonight and 
said: “Yes, some oil cam e, up in the 
bailer today, but no large q u a n t i t y , 
i 
should say th at it would be good for 
possibly a three or four-barrel fkw per 
day, and It certainly looks very encour­ 
aging as the well is down only 860 feet. 
A t its depth it is the m ost prom ising 
well in the field.” The Republic Is situ ­ 
ated in the southw est q u arter of the 
no rth east q u arter of 
section 20, ju st 
south of the Sale-Boulder and the com­ 
pany owns outright 30 acres. W . H. A l­ 
lison, cashier of the F irst N ational bank 
of Boulder, is president of the com­ 
pany e.nd J. A. Teagarden is general 
m anager. 


W ork on the Alamo 
has been sus­ 
pended since W ednesday, pending the 
arriv al of the steel cable which will be 
substituted for the m anila cable now' 
used. Mr. H uselton received word of Its 
arrival tonight, and drilling will prob­ 
ably be resum ed again on Monday. The 
K ing is still trying to fish out its bailer, 
but so far w ithout success. Some tro u ­ 
ble w as caused by caving, but this has 
all been cleared out now. 
The g rap ­ 
pling o u tfit has been strengthened and 
it is hoped th a t they will soon be able 
to pull out the lost bailer. 
It has been 
reported th a t the well would have to be 
abandoned, but M anager Lehm an says 
th at there Is absolutelyjno tru th in th at.

The tubing and other pumping 
apparatus anti tank have been or­ 
dered and will be here within a few 
days. 
It is thought th at the well will 
be able to begin pumping by the last 
of the week.

There is quite a lit­ 
tle oil on the surface of the sum p and 
sam ples were secured by a num ber of 
visitors who w ent out to the well to ­ 
day. 
M anager Leo V incent w'as seen 
this evening, 
and w as 
feeling 
very 
mUch elated over the latest develop­ 
m ents. 
H e said: 
‘‘Yes, we certainly 
have oil in the Phenom enal, although 
we will probably have to drill 200 or 
300 feet m ore before striking the m ain 
oil sand stratum . W e washed out some 
of the d rift brought up today and found 
th a t about one-half of It was shale, 
and the rest w as fine oil sand. I think 
we should soon get through the shale 
altogether, and then we expect to get. 
the real thing. 
The outlook 
is m ost 
encouraging, and I feel no doubt th at a 
few. days more drilling will bring us 
into a large body of oil. 
We are now- 
down som ething over 1,300 feet.” 
The 
Phenom enal is located about one-half 
mile south of town, near the crossing 
of the county road and the C. & F. 
tracks, and is in alm ost a direct line 
due south of the Republic. 
The com ­ 
pany controls 17 acres and intends to 
p u t down several more wells.

The hard form ation a t this well 
removes most of the danger of caving 
usually incident to a fishing job of this 
sort, however, and the bailer will prob­ 
ably be recovered some tim e tomorrow. 


The Relations of 
Capital to Labor. 


At present in far too m any cases the 
gulf between capital and labor is re­ 
garded by the units com prising the la t­ 
ter half of the partnership as unbridg- 
ablc—a sort of yaw ning chasm across 
which no connecting ling can be thrown. 
This attitu d e m ay or m ay not be due 
to the capitalists’ them selves; but the 
fact rem ains th at the m ajority of units 
com prising labor regard the units re­ 
presenting- capital as natural enemies. 
In m any cases when the capitalist does 
m ake an advance it is regarded by the 
recipients w ith suspicion if not absolute 
distrust, it is the sam e with new m eth ­ 
ods of organization 
or 
m anagem ent 
which do «jot appeal directly to the 
m an’s understanding, as for instance 
the “prem ium sy stem ;” they are re­ 
garded w ith suspicion or as a m eans of 
taking undue advantage. 
It has been 
shown th a t this attitu d e oi opposition 
to capital or progress is not deliberately 
assum ed, but is rath er the 
result 
of 
crippling environm ent. 
W ith a wider 
outlook on the w orkers’ part, this hos­ 
tile attitu d e will gradually recede and 
ever increasing friendly relations be es­ 
tablished. 
C apital and labor m ust be 
in am icable agreem ent and upon the 
strength and cordiality of this p a rtn e r­ 
ship will our success in com petitive in­ 
d u stry depend. 
T hat there should be 
foreign com petition is only consistent 
with the developm ent of other countries, 
but if the two halves of our industrial 
partnership are in unison and hearty 
co-operation, com petition then becomes 
but an incentive to fresh effort. 
This 
co-operation is not only possible, but 
feasible, once the w orkers see the neces­ 
sity for it; and th at in turn only com­ 
petitive nations, achieved through the 
aid of the w orkers' present organiza­ 
tions, w'ould be of an extrem ely bene­ 
ficial character to the industry of today 
and invaluable to industry of the future.

These last have also 
reduced costs so m uch th a t an old- 
tim er revisiting the shop would stare 
in am azem ent a t w hat is now possible. 
I t is not generally known th a t a boiler 
of 40-horse pow’er can be m ade and 
shipped in about eight hours. 
T hat is 
to say, if an order is put in by 7 o’clock 
in the m orning it can be on the way to 
its destination by 3 o’clock on the sam e 
day, ready for steam when set. 
This 
boiler will be taken from the flat sheets, 
rolled to dim ensions, all rivets driven, 
tubes set and rolled, and the wprk 
m ade w ater and steam tig h t w ithin the 
tim e nam ed; but it will

re tu rn t tu b u lar type, 
w here no sm ith 
w ork or flanging is required. 
This is 
quick work, and I know of one shop 
where It is dene; doubtless there are 
others.—(E gbert P. W atson in the E n ­ 
gineering M agazine for April.

PANAMA CANAL PROPOSITIONS 


By Associated Press. 


W ashington April 23.—There have been 
seme recent communications between Sec­ 
retary Hay and the Colombian minister, 
Concho, containing the basis of an agree­ 
ment between the two countries in the 
event that congrcss should authorize the 
construction of a canal across the isthmus 
of Panama. The first of these communi­ 
cations was from the Colombian min­ 
ister and contained propositions of his 
government as to the terms, concessions, 
grants, compensation, etc., on which Co­ 
lombia would consent to the construction 
of the canal, in reply to which Secretary 
Hay transm itted a memorandum of a 
hypothetical and conditional nature as to 
w hat this government would do in the 
event th at congress authorized the presi­ 
dent to act. 
The secretary’s memoran­ 
dum was sent to Minister Concho today. 
The purpose of the communications was 
to remove room for doubt as to what 
oaoh government wculd do if a canal was 
directed to be built. 


The following authorized statement con­ 
cerning thg propositions, of Colombia as 
they stand amended was made public to­ 
day: 


•‘The United States Is granted exclusive 
right to construct, operate and protect a 


canal, as well as all railroads, telegraph 
and telephone lines and auxiliary works 
within the zone. The zone is six miles 
wide and includes the islands of Flaminca, 
Naos and Pcrico. in Panam a bay. it is to 
be under the joint judicial control of the 
United States and Colombia. 


"Colombia gives unqualified consent to 
the sale and transfer of the Panam a Canal 
company's rights to the United States 
and exempts the latter country from all 
tgxes, import duties, etc. 


"ghe grants to the United States a lease 
of the canal strip in perpetuity. For- 
convenience It Js divided Into periods ot 
100 years, renewable at the option of, the 
United States. Colombia asks for a lump 
payment of $i,000,000 after the exchange of 
ratifications, to be 
considered "on 
ac­ 
count.’ For 14 years Colombia waives ail 
compensation for the canal rights. This 
period will more than cover the time 
oi construction. At the end of the 14-year 
period the annual compensation which the 
United States shall pay thereafter shajl 
be determined by a board of live com­ 
missioners." The fact that Colombia -has 
asked no compensation for the ilrst M 
years and that the United states has 
advanced $7,000,000 “on account" will both 
be taken into consideration in fixing th* 
annual rental thereafter..

General Miles refuses to discuss the sit­ 
uation in the war department or to enter 
Into any controversy in regard to state­ 
m ents published in the ’press relative to 
the probable action of the president in the 
m atter of his retirement. The general is 
anxious, however, to have it known, and 
especially in the west, that it was not at 
his instance or with his previous know l­ 
edge that the retirement of General K. 
O. C. Ord was brought about. 
It has 
been charged that General Miles, through 
the political influence of his uncle by 
marriage. General W. T. Sherman, suc­ 
ceeded in having General Ord retired so 
that he, himself, could he appointed a brig­ 
adier general. 
The circumstances under 
which General Miles became a brigadier 
general are well remembered by the older 
men in the war dpartmont. General liver 
died August 24. 1S80. 
He was then chief ot 
the signal corps. This made a vacancy in 
the rank of brigadier general, but in a 
staff department. 
General, then i.'oionei. 
Miles, was an applicant for the vacancy. 
He had been a colonel for fourteen years 
and at that time was perhaps the most 
conspicuous officer in the army and the 
most popular, especially in the west. 
He 
had just captured Chief Joseph, and made 
a memorable Indian campaign from the 
southern to the northern boundary line of 
the United States.

com ing down to the earth too rapidly 
as has been the experience w ith D u ­ 


m ont. 
The balloon will be above the 
steel fram e, the sam e as In D um ont's 
m achine, but the fram e work w ill be 
m uch better supported, and the m a­ 
chine in every w ay will be under better 
control of the navigator. 
"So far as solvin g the question of 
com m ercial n avigation of the air Is con­ 
cerned," said he, "I am not bothering 
m yself. 
I am not going into that realm 
yet. but I say to you in all candor, and 
not w ith the enth usiasm of a theorist, 
that I know that I have solved the prob­ 
lem of con stru ctin g a m achine that will 
carry one person through the air w here- 
ever he seeks to go, and again st any 
ordinary current. 
“All m y life I have been m aking trips 
through the air. 
I have studied every 
phase o f the problem of aerial n a v ig a ­ 
tion. and three years ago. w hen I per­ 
fected m y m odels and secured m y p at­ 
ents from the U nited S ta tes govern ­ 
m ent, I had hoped to have nothin g said 
about it until I w as able to dem onstrate 
w hat now I only proclaim . 
B y June, at 
the latest. 1 hope to have the m achine 
in w orking order. 
M ost of the m etal 
w ork is now com pleted, and the gas 
tank is being m ade at L ong Branch. 
"I expect to be the su ccessfu l com p eti­ 
tor at St. Louis, and I hope to have 
M. Santos-D um on t here to w itn ess m y 
first trip. 
I am proud of him , and w hile 
I am frank to sa y that I have profited 
m uch by his victories, I have gained 
v a stly m ore by his d efeats. 
H e has 
had a great deal more m oney than I 
have to work with, but he is entitled to 
a world of credit for w hat he has done.

E D U C A T IO N . 


Brighter Side of the Problem — Indians 
Compared W ith Im m igrants as 
Citizens. 
"In 1877 the first $20,000 w as appropri­ 
ated to fit the Indians for citizenship; 
th a t is. for their education. 
T hat, w ith 
som e other contributions, supported 48 
boarding schools and 102 day schools, 
w ith 3.598 pupils. 
In 1899 the annual 
appropriation w as $2,638,390 for the su p ­ 
port o f 148 boarding schools, arid 295 d ay 
schools, w ith a total of 24,000 pupils. 
T hese figures alone, in his opinion, s ig ­ 
n ify the success of the school system , 
and the b elief o f the country in its e f­ 
ficacy. 
“The la test an nu al report issued by 
the com m issioner 
of Indian 
affairs— 
w hich, by the w ay, places the num ber of 
boarding sch ools at 113, in stead o f the 
148 o f Mr. D a u ep ’ reckoning in 1899— 
is a gloom y sta te docum ent. 
Mr. Jones 
apparently despairs of the present s y s ­ 
tem . 
“ ‘N ot h a v in g earned h is ed u cation ,’ 
he sa y s o f the Indian pupil, ‘it is not 
appreciated: h a v in g m ade no sacrifice 
to obtain, it is not valued. 
It Is looked 
upon as a fat*>r to the governm ent, not 
to the recipient: and the alm ost in ev it­ 
able tendency is to encourage depen­ 
dence, foster pride, and create a spirit 
of arrogance and selflsn n ess.’ 
"That very few children betw een the 
ages of five and 21 m ake personal sa c ­ 
rifices to obtain an education is equally 
true. 
To be sure, their p a ren ts as citi­ 
zens are supposed to aid in the su p ­ 
port of the public school sy stem : but 
perhaps the logical and rem em bering 
Indian parent m ay feel th a t he, too, 
has sacrificed enough to the sta te to 
ju stify him in ex p ectin g an education 
for his children— esp ecially sin ce the 
w h ite m en seem to be very an xiou s, to 
give it. 
And. a fter all, a 15 or 20-year 
experim ent is but a brief one in the 
history of a race. 
"At H am pton 
and 
C arlisle, 
w here 
careful records o f the g rad u ates 
have 
been kept, it is said th a t 76 per cent, 
of th ose w ho h ave gon e ou t 
o f 
the 
schools, h ave been good a v era g e m en 
and w om en. A t H am p ton a la te report 
gives the proportion w hich w orks as 
teachers, clerks, doctors and In th e pro­ 
fession s gen erally, a s 118 to 197 farm ers, 
herders and 
m ech an ics—a 
proportion 
w hich does not seem to in d icate th a t the 
ad vance of th e Ind ian w ill be solely 
alon g th e h ew in g o f w ood and draw in g 
o f w a ter lines. 
“However, no one can visit one of 
these well-conducted boarding schools 
and feel quite the same hopelessness as 
before. 
If there is an /.pigment, of the 
ludicrous In the Jdght of a great boy who 


In m ore strenuous days m ight 
have 
dangled scalp s on his belt, sm iling v a ­ 
can tly at the picture 
of 
a 
w addling 
duck and pain fu lly chan tin g his ad vice 
to it to run, our own city night schools 
are full of sig h ts more ludicrous. 
And 
w ith us here they are not balanced by 
the hopeful vision s o f young farm ers 
tillin g and b lack sm ith s ham m ering and 
girls ironing w ith vigor. 
"Savagery has not set upon the faces 
of our w estern w ards half the h opeless­ 
ness, the stupid indifference that the 
far eastern civilization s have branded 
upon th ose of their races w hom they 
send here, and w hom we. w ithout ap­ 
parent qualm s or .m isgivings, undertake 
to educate and fit for citizenship. To be 
sure we undertake to fit for citizenship 
in our very m idst. 
W e do not seg re­ 
g a te them , and give them for com pan­ 
ionship only those of ourselves w ho w ill 
prey upon their sim p licity and 
their 
n a tiv e passions, or those w ho will re­ 
gard them w ith the d eep-seated h os­ 
tility of 
avariciou s 
ignorance. 
It is 
possible, if the unlearned m ay hazard 
a theory, th a t this is one reason w hy 
the barbarian p easant hordes from E u ­ 
rope are so m uch m ore readily prepared 
for citizen sh ip than the sa v a g es of the 
w est. 
“A fter all, the effect of Indian ed u ­ 
cation upon the tribes from which the 
children go out depends upon tw o things 
—the actual, w orkaday value to them 
o f the th in gs they h ave learned, and the 
affection w ith which they are regarded 
and through which alone they m ay hope 
to exert influence. 
"If the little disquisitions upon U ly s­ 
ses and the like seem remote, from an 
Indian 
boy's 
im m ediate 
educational 
needs, there is com paratively little of 
th a t to a great deal of carpentry. 
If 
the Paris doll and the list of the E nglish 
queens do not seem im m ediately con­ 
nected w ith the Indian g irl’s d estin y— 
no m ore are they w ith th at o f Bridget 
on E ast F orty-first street or of R ebecca 
on R lvington. 
And it is a lw a y s to be 
rem em bered th at the Indian child is 
learning, too, arts quite u n tau gh t in 
B ridget's school and R ebecca's— iron­ 
ing. d ress-m aking, cooking and the like. 
I do not believe th a t anyone can visit 
a w eii-conducted Indian school like the 
on e a t S an ta Fe, and. 
rem em bering 


1 h ow short a tim e w e h ave been con­ 
d uctin g the m anual train in g exp eri­ 
m ent. despair. 
D espondency seem s a l­ 
m ost prem ature.”— (A nne O’H agan in 
A ln slee’s.

and furnish them w ith buildings. Con­ 
version cam e hard w ith som e.

saw p salm -sin gin g in the plan.

when m en like Presid en t T uttle, of the

Boston & M aine, President Ingails. of 
the B ig Four, P resident R am sey of the 
W abash, Mr. George J. Gould, head 
of the Gould system . President B aldw in 
of the Long Island, President C assatt 
of the P enn sylvan ia, President B ent of 
tho U nion Pacific, w hen men like these 
becam e convinced th at th ey w ere help­ 
ing their roads by helping the railroad 
branches th ey co-operated en th u sia sti­ 
cally in the work. 
T hey speedily saw 
its com m on sen se practicality. 
The railroad secretaries of the Young 
Men s C hristian association m ade defi­ 
n ite propositions. T he railroad officials 
w ere asked to contribute 
tw o-third s 
the cost o f a building and its equip­ 
m ent, provided according to the am ount 
subscribed—sm oking 
room s, 
lunch 
room s, libraries, cla ss room s, dorm i­ 
tories, bow ling alleys, recreation fields 
and so on. A m em bership fee w as to be 
established. 
The ownership 
of

building w a s to be vested in the 
soclation and n ot in th e railroad—t 
to secu re independence. Absolute n 
tra lity w a s to be m aintained dur 
strik es.

understand them . 


W hat is needed most In Cuba is a 
liberal, educated, and splendid body of 
men to teach the Cubans the proper 
position of women. 
One mp.n with 
whom I talked there said to me, “We 
have universal suffrage.” 


I said: “I am no glad! I never was 
a place before where they had it. 
And how do the .women vote ?” 


"The womeji? .1 didn’t say anything 
«bout women. I said we had universal 
»'¡ftrage," he answered- 


1 asked: "What is the status of wo- 
m<*n in Cuba?” 
> 


He answered: 
."They haven’t 
any 
status.” 
, 
The greatest hope , is in the kinder­ 
garten system. The kindergartens es­ 
tablished b y ’the 'Americana.îare full; 
th e people are’.veçy'»desirous -to send 
'heir children to, them. • 
‘ ■ 
There is no .great*‘middle class as 
with us. The work la; done mostly by 
the negroea ,or the1 njlxçd ■races.-"Even 


in the low est classes the w om en feel 
that work is discreditable, and in the 
upper classes th ey hold it to be' d is­ 
graceful, and w ill not adm it th at they 
know how to m ake a dress or to cook. 
I hey do not understand the d ignity of 
service. 
If I w ere a rich wom an to ­ 
day, and w ere goin g to do an ythin g 
for w om en outside m y ow n country, I 
w ould estab lish industrial education in 
Cuba. 


In the E nglish W est Indies, w om en 
do a great deal of work, but not the 
w om en of pure w hite blood. 
You find 
m an y w om en em ployed in shops and o f­ 
fices, as clerks, etc. 
In B arbadoes w e 
saw splendid stalw art negresses, but 
they do not like an y w ork by w hich 
th ey w ould be bound. 
T hey prefer to 
*\?Veu!10Vels w *t^ little garden, plats on 
the hillsides, and carry their produce 
to m arket on their heads. W e m et them 
for 20 m iles along the road, on their 
w ay to the city. A s w e m et them , each 
curtsied under her burden, and w e e x ­ 
pected to see it fall, but It never did. 
M ost of the n egresses w ill never m ar­ 
ry. 
A m an in C uba told m e th at su f­ 
frage had prevented m arriage. 
I said. 


Is it because o f higher education and 
suffrage th at these illiterate black wo- 
m en do not m arry? 
T hese people w ith 
negro blood are m ore afraid of slavery 
than of an yth in g else, and the wom en 
w ill not m arry because under your law s 
the husband can collect his w ife's w ages 
and can abuse her. 
Do not blam e edu­ 
cation or suffrage, but blam e your u n ­ 
ju st law s w hich m ake m arriage a bon­ 
dage." 


In som e of th e Spanish W est Indies 
m any couples cannot afford to m arry 
because the cerem ony is so costly. 
In 
the Isle of Pines w e m et a young priest 
w ho had ju st officiated at a w edding. 
The now lv-m arried couple cam e out of 
church, the w ife w earing the bridal veil 
and both of them adorned w ith all the 
decorations, and follow ed by their fam ­ 
ily of children. 
T hat good young priest 
said he w as goin g through the island 
m arrying up all the couples w ho w ished 
it, w ith out a fee. 
lie w ill do m uch to 
teach the people the dign ity of m ar- 
rrige. 


At Trinidad, the labor is largely per­ 
form ed by E ast Indian coolies, and the 
law requires that 40 per cent, of ali 
those im ported shall be w om en. A m ong 
the w om en im m orality 
is 
extrem ely 
rare, for if a w ife is u nfaithfu l her 
husband cuts off her head. 
It is their 
custom , and the governm ent finds great 
d ifficulty, in p reventing it. 
W hen we 
w ere there, a you ng m an of 22 had ju st 
beheaded his w ife. 
W hen he w as a r­ 
rested, he w as astonished, and said- 
“B ut she w as m y w ife. 
If a m an can ­ 
not behead his own w ife, w hose w ife 
can he behead?" 
I asked, "But w ho 
beheads the husband w hen he is u n ­ 
fa ith fu l? ” 


W h at distressed m e m ost w as m eet­ 
ing so m an y o f our ow n countrym en, 
w ho had no sym p ath y w ith the people, 
and who said, “I h ate these C ubans!" 
I w as riding out one afternoon w ith 
an A m erican. 
W e passed a m an who 
w as sw in gin g a pick—w ell, ab ou t as a 
sw eeper in Philadelp h ia w ields a broom 
—and th is gentlem an said, "Oh, these 
C ubans are so la z y !” I sat back in thè 
carriage and fanned m yself, and said, 
“Yes, th ey are very la z y !” 
It is easy 
for th ose w ho are rolling alon g com ­ 
fortab ly in a carriage to talk about the 
lazin ess o f those w ho 
are 
breaking 
stone on the road—as ea sy as it is for 
w om en w ho n ever knew hunger to say, 
"Yes I w ould starve rather th an go 
w rong!" 


The w hite people in the W est Indies, 
both the E n glish and the A m ericans, 
h ave no idea of th e need of equal ed u ­ 
cation for girls. 
W hen w e w ent out to 
C odington college, 200 years old, beau­ 
tifu lly situ ated on the seashore, but 
h avin g only seven stud en ts, five colored 
and tw o w hite, all stu d yin g theology, 
I said to the gen tlem an w ho show ed 
us around, "W hat a w aste! W hy don't 
you teach them b lack sm ith in g and car­ 
pentry? 
Industrial education is w hat 
is needed here, for both men and w o­ 
m en.” 


H e said, “I w ish you w ould sa y th at 
to the co m m ittee in E ngland th at con­ 
trols the in stitu tion : but if you did 
th ey w ould all die of ap oplexy.” 


I said, “If I th o u g h t-th a t, I would 
a t once go to E ngland and tell them so." 


The w om en m u st be tau gh t self-re s­ 
pect; but it w ill be a long process. The 
field there has not been cu ltivated as 
w ith us. 
If w e are to do any good in 
those islands, it w ill be done not by the 
people w ho go there ju st for contracts, 
but by those w ho go to m ak e hom es, 
and w ho carry our ideas and ideals. 
1 hope so far a s depends on our govern ­ 
m ent and our influence, w e shall do 
our best to h ave the broadest-m inded 
and m ost liberal m en sen t there.

ishments that were still running and 
ay force compelled a complete sus- 
pension of business in their trade. 
They engaged in a series of running 
fights with the police and plant man- 
agers and in one 
of 
the severest 


clashes exchanged a volley of pistol 
shots with them. 
Many persons on 


either side were severely injured dur- 
ing the rioting. It was believed for a 
time that It would be necessary to ask 
the state for troops to restore order, 
but the police expressed confidence 
in their ability to handle the situa- 
tion and no request for outside aid was 
made. Judge Dixon called the grand 
jury and charged them to Indict tne 
persons guilty of rioting. 


The conservative element among the 


strikers 
had in the 
meantime dis- 


avowed the violence of their fellows 
and urged a return to peaceful means 
to gain the end that is sought. 


Large numbers of the strikers were 


in sullen spirit and it was predicted 
tonight that any attempt' on the part 
of the employers to resume business 
without dealing with them would be 
desperately resisted. 


When the strikers completed their 


campaign against the plants in opera- 
tion the number of men out was found 
to be nearly 4,000. 


The disorder began early In the day 


and was unexpected. 
A meeting of 


strikers was held at 8 o'clock at Rue- 
ger's Riverside hall and 2,000 men 
gathered at the place. The hall would 
not accommodate them all and the 
proceedings were slow because of the 
many nationalities represented. 
To 


simplify matters it was finally decided 
to have the men of each shop on strike 
appoint a committee of five to repre- 
sent them. The meeting was orderly 
and declared for peace, and the men 
were urged to 'keep away from the 
shops.

Almost simultaneously an attack was 
begun on the works of Bmil Geertng, 
and it was in the fight- for possession 
of it that the shooting occurred. 


Two policemen were guarding the 


property, and when the mob came rush- 
ing down on'them they warned those 
in the van to keep away. Some one in 
the crowd discharged a revolver and 
the police quickly returned the fire. 
Half a dozen shots were fired and one 
striker, who escaped unidentified, was 
shot in the leg. The mob stoned the 
two policemen, and when one of the 
latter arrested one of the leaders, 
closed in around him. i'he officers 
swung their clubs and beat their way 
out of the crowd.

And so the simplest 
mind can see that attempts at such de- 
struction. though unsuccessful, would 
be disastrous; yet that is- what 'the op- 
position proposes. They suggest no bet- 
ter methods. .They propose no remedy 
for admitted evils. They denounce tho 
whole twentieth 'century system of or- 
ganization. Vlf they are logical and hon- 
est, they propose that the "Big Four" 
railroad system shall go back to the 
condition of a quarter of a century ago; 
the groat .establishments that 
furnish 
markets for the 'farmer's livestock shall 
cease their operations; that labor or- 
ganizations ahair be -disbanded, and 
that each woi'klngman shall act Inde- 
pendently of his fellow laborer along 
the old1 principle -'of competition. Daro 
they deny that this Is their purpose? If 
so, their cause is rejected by them- 
selves. Dare they admit that this Is 
their purpose? If so, their cause is 
condemned by its own folly. 


The Republican- party always stands

What, then, does common sense sug- 
gest as the first step toward a reason- 
able, remedy? It is to test the appli- 
cability of any existing law on the sub- 
ject, Is it riot? And this is the method 
hat the president of the United States 
las pursued. Twelve years ago a law 
concerning trusts was drawn by a Re- 
publican statesman, 
John Sherman, 
adopted by a Republican congress and 
signed by a Republican president; and 
now a Republcun president puts that 
aw Into operation. It Is the only law, 
save one. which seeks to regulate com- 
binations 'of capital which has 
ever 


been placed on the nation's 
statute 
books. A Republican president is the 
only national executive that ever 'en- 
forced It.

Compared with 
fqrriier.'tlmes, pur progress .today Is like 
an-'express train compared with a lum-

And, theiefore, economic 
legislation of. 10, years ago may be to- 
day a hundred years behind 'the times 
Is it not a serious thing to lock up 


by inflexible statutes the ceaselessly 
Changing and, Improving methods whi.eli 
grow put of the thought of those thou- 
sun<3a,'of minds and the activities of 
those millions of hands? Such eco- 
' " " igfslat.ion' requires investigation.

actually to abolish all of this progress 
and to prevent all future progress by 
the American people working unhinder- 
ed along the lines of natural develop- 
ment! And yet this is the folly ot the 
opposition. This is the demagogue's in- 
naming cry with which they will go to 
the people in this campaign, And this 
is why they go to defeat. For the con- 
servative among the American people 
are more numerous than the destroyers; 
and In this truth resides the republic's 
safety. 


What Is the next step which practical 


thought suggests for preventing the 
evils of modern combination of capital 
and labor?

teriously ill. The ailment did not at that time appear to he serious, 
and for a while the sufferer seemed to be improving, but a change for 
the worse came this morning, and death occurred -at 11 o'clock. By 
his bedside when the end came were his wife, who was a Miss Tuttle 
Of Virginia, and her sister. He was 68 years of age. The body will 
bd taken to Philadelphia for interment. 
No further funeral arrange'- 


ments have been made as yet. 


Mr. Stockton had spent the past winter In New York and had 


done very little literary work, preferring to rest. After a visit of nearly 
a month to Atlantic City he came to Washington, so that he might 
attend the banquet of the scientists, intending then to go to his 
beautiful homo in Charlestown. W. Va. 


Mr. Stockton was a- Philadelphian by birth, and In early life was 


an engraver and draughtsman, but soon abandoned this occupation 
for journalism. 
Many years ago, however, he retired wholly from 


newspaper work and devoted himself to literature. His reputation as 
'a story writer was world wide.

reduced. any from the flrst reports. Of 
theviHS'p'et'sofre who were on the boat 
when ^tjxhurned.;'-yesterday morning 
about half-are still missing, and to- 
night no further' hope for them Is ex- 
pressed. The books and valuables of 
the boat, crew and passengers are still 
In this ruins.-'- The Wreck Is above water 
and still smoldering tonight. Owing- to 
the heated condition of the hull, r search 
for those cremated in it has not been 
begun, and few of the Oodles qf those 
who are drowned have been recovered, 
owing to the swift current at the scene 
of the disaster. 


At the coroner's Inquest today noth- 


ing was developed as to the original 
cause Or-responsibility for the disaster. 
Captain Philips testified that he could 
not account for the origin of the fire, 
unless an electric wire had started it. 
He stated that, so far as he knew, 
there were 56 lives lost. The coroner 
was advised Of other bodies being re- 
covered at distances from this city, but 
none of them have been Identified. 


The number aboard Was about equally 


divided between passengers and crew, 
the latter suffering the greater loss In 
casualties. 
The names T»f many of the 


roustabouts were not known, • and the 
number drowned or'burned is not likely 
ever to be ascertained. The flre started 
in the lower part of the steamer, in the 
freight material, or possibly in the en- 
gine room, and shut off the means of 
escape by which passengers jumped 
from the upper decks. Within ten min- 
utes of the discovery of flre, at 4 a. in., 
survivors say the upper decks were 
swept by flames and passengers were 
penned in on all sides, even the 
life- 


preservers being cut off by the flames. 
The panic that 
followed 
caused a 


greater inss Of life than would have en- 
sued If the officers could have con- 
trolled the terror-stricken people. Some 
rushed through the flames and perish- 
ed; others fainted and sank down to be 
cremated. 
Many In their night robes, 


some of them afire, jumped overboard 
and were drowned. Those In the boats 
saw others drowning as 
their 
over- 


crowded craft pulled to shore. 
The 


barely clad survivors on the shore not 
only witnessed horrifying scenes around 
the charred hull, but also suffered from 
early morning till relief came In' the 
afternoon. The captain says there were 
66 passengers, not including a dozen; 
babies.- There Were as many women as 
men in the cabin and the indications 
are that the greater 
percentage of 


losses Was among the women and chil- 
dren. As the register, with all other 
records, was burned and the survivors 
scattered in every direction, there Is 
great difficulty in getting a list of the 
survivors. It is conceded that many 
bodies never will be recovered, so that 
there will never be a complete'list of 
the victims. It Is thought that many 
charred bodies will be found in the hull 
of the burned steamer when the mass 
of embers ceases burning so that the 
search for the remains can be maffe. 


C. M. Ellis and Fred Connell of this 


city, who were flrst on the, scene from 
Cairo yesterday, and sent to Mayor 
Wright for aid, have been Investigating 
the disaster ever since yesterday and 
reported a« follows:

At 4:05 n. m., at a point three, 


miles above Turner's landing, fire was 
discovered in the forward hatches. This 
was seen at the same instant by the 
engineer on.watch and the flrst mate, 
Arthur S. Shriver. The former directed 
a deck hand 
to open a valve which 


would turn the water on flooding the 
hold, when the man exclaimed that the 
valve was red hot. Indicating that its 
connection below was in contact with 
the flames. Mate Shriver was just go- 
Ing on watch accompanied by his wife, 
who had got up early to keep him com- 
pany. Seeing the flames and realizing 
the gravity of the situation he rushed 
to the roof and shouted to Pilot Harry 
Doss that the boat was on flre and to 
run to the nearest shore with all speed. 
Then he hurried back to the cabin and 
aided in arousing the sleeping passen- 
gers. The big bell was rung four times 
in quick succession and then with one 
continuous clang spread the news of 
the dire calamity. 


By this time, brief though it was, the 


forward part of the boot was in flames. 
Pilot Doss remained bravely at his post 
until the bow of the boat struck the 
bank. Then he rang the bells .for the 
engines to stop. The "Texas" beneath 
him was blazing and he was inveloped 
In smoke. 
He leape'd from the pilot 


house to the "Texas," -thence to the 
roof, made his way to the wheel house, 
leaped into the river and swam ashore. 
Wesley Doss, his aged father, and an 
old-time pilot, who was making a trip 
for pleasure, had been In the pilot house 
with him but left a few minutes before 
Harry did, making his way to the after 
guards, where he sprang Into the river, 
and despite his age, a warn ashore In 
safety, but died a'few minutes later 
from exhaustion and excitement: His 
body was brought to Cairo. 


The flames spread with such rapidity 
that passengers had no time to dress, 
but they rushed to the guards and while 
many sprang Overboard to take their 
chances between death by drowning, or 
death by burning; others were assisted 
into a yawl by Mate Shriver and Bailor 
E. B. Holly. The latter had climbed 
one of the supports that kept the yawl 
suspended, cut the ropes and let the 
craft Into the-water where women and 
children were placed until it was full 
and hurriedly taken ashore, 14 persons 
at a time. Several trips were made at 
the immediate- risk' of their lives until 
It was too late to aid further in the 
rescue from the boat direct, when the 
men set themselves to the work of sav- 
ing those who were afloat in the river. 
Quite a number were rescued a mile or 
two below the wreck., v ;'; :i.

ON SEDITION LAWS.

Washing-ton, April 21.—Senator Teller to- 


day introduced a resolution declaring it 
to be the sense of the senate that the 
sedition laws in force in the Philippines 
should be repealed. The resolution Is pro- 
ceded by a preamble citing the- arrest of 
the newspaper editors of the Freedom and 
Volcano, published in the! archipelago, and 
asserting that they are to be. trlctf undor 
these laws by judges who >owo their* ap- 
pointments and tenure of office to the 
government commission for tho criticism 
of which the men are to be tried. 


The last paragraph of the preamble and 


the resolution is as follows: 


"Whereas, By the enactment of such 


laws and the denial of trial by jury of 
those accused under them, the administra- 
tion of such laws by JudgeB appointed by 
the officials against whom the offenses are 
alleged to have been committed and who 
have reserved to themselves the right to 
remove such judges at pleasure every ves- 
tige of civil liberty is destroyed, personal 
liberty and property are without the secur- 
ity of. law and the Filipino people are be- 
ing taught to hate the United States even 
as much as they hated Spain; therefore, 
be It. 


"Revolved, That it is the sense of the 


senate of the United States that the sedi- 
tion law should be Immediately repealed 
and prosecutions under them Immediately 
ceased and that no person shall hereafter 
be punished by death, Imprisonment or 
fined in the provinces of the Philippines, 
in which armed resistance to the authority 
of the United States has ceased, unless the 
accused on demand has been tried before 
a Jury of his peers and officially pro- 
nounced guilty/and further, that there- 
after in the courts of said arphlpelago, 
when the offense charged consists oC words 
spoken '.or written against any citizen or 
official or department of said government 
the truth of said words spoken or written 
may be given in .evidence and shall con- 
stitute a full and perfect defense.!'

BALDWIN'S EXPEDITION. 


By Associated Press. 


Washington, 
April 
22.—Adjutant 


General Corbin this afternoon made 
public the following telegram received 
late in the day. 
The small words left 


out by General Chaffee are supplied: 


"Manila, April 22. 


"Adjutant General, Washington. 


"With reference to my telegram loth 


and yours 21st: 


"When 
at 
Malabang I authorized 


Baldwin to continue 
clearing 
trail 


toward the lake, if not opposed, but 
he was not to move in force until 
the expedition was 
fully 
prepared, 


which I expected to accomplish by the 
25th. On the 18th he pushed his ad- 
vance from his camp eight miles out, 
with orders to clear the blockaded 
trail and halt when it reached suffi- 
cient water, which was not found until 
the second crossing of the Malilang 
river, where it issues from Lake Da- 
pao. 
The advance consisted of one 


battalion Twenty-seventh infantry un- 
der Major Scott. 
He reached Dapao 


without opposition, but found the tr .11 
badly obstructed by fallen timbers. 
Baldwin arrived at the same place at 
noon on the 20th with Moore's bat- 
talion and mountain battery. In order 
to find defensive camp and grazing to 
the north of him, he sent forward 
Moore's battalion, with one gun. Moore 
was fired on from the hills in front 
and to the left. He returned tho fire 
but did not advance. 


Baldwin brought forward the rest of

THE ANTTAL REPORT OF 
IRRIGATION INVESTORS. 


The second annual report, 
bulletin 


104, 
of the Irrigation investigations of 


the United States department of agri- 
culture, under the direction of Elwood 
Mead, has just been issued. It contains 
334 pages, and is fully Illustrated. The 
main object of the Investigation is to 
determine the quantity ot water used 
by farmers in various parts of the arid 
region. In his review of the work for 
the year 1900 Mr. Mead says that farm- 
ers need an approximate knowledge of 
the 
use of water, In order to make 


intelligent contracts for their supply. It 
•is needed by the'engineers and invest- 
ors In order to properly plan canals and 
reservoirs. 
Without 
this knowledge, 


every Important transaction In the con- 
struction of Irrigation works or In the 
distribution of water therefrom is very 
largely dependent on individual judg- 
ment or conjecture. Bights to use of 
water can not be. Impartially .settled 
unless at least an approximate knowl- 
edge of the duty of wuter la available. 


Many works have been planned on 


the assumption that water enough to 
cover land to a depth of one fool dur- 
ing the season would bring crop? 
to 


maturity, while the average depth of 
water used, measured at the points of 
diversion, was over four feet. A large 
part ot this water Is lost from the ca- 
nals betv.-cen the headgates and 
the 


land irrigated by seepage and evapo- 
ration. This loss was found to be much 
larger than had been supposed; th»av- 
erage of all the measurements reported 
showing1 a loss of 2.47 per cent per mile 
of the water taken in at the heads of 
canals. The lowest measurement re- 
ported is about a quarter of one cent 
per mile, while the highest Is more than 
six per cent per mile. Slight improve- 
ments 'often reduce greatly the loss 
clue to seepage, It the places where this 
is most serious can be pointed out. The 
investigations in the field have this ob- 
ject in view. 
In 
many places 
such 


work would result In a doubling of the 
water supply. While the loss from ca- 
nals is In itself a .serious matter, the 
greatest harm Is often done to low ly- 
ing lands which become too wet 
to 


grow crops, or, if the subsoils contain 
injurious salts, these are brought to 
the surface and vegetable growth thus 
made impossible. 
There 
will, 
there- 
therefore, be a doublq saving from im- 
provements which prevent large losses 
of water from canals. The reports give 
the methods 'employed In different parts 
of the west for reducing these losses. 


All reports emphasize the need 
of 


storage not only for increasing the area 
cultivated but to properly 
farm 
the 
areas already under cultivation. 
An 


Important question In the construction 
of storage reservoirs is the amount and 
character -?f the silt carried by streams 
whose waters arc stored. Investigations 
of this question have been begun In the 
southwest, but Its study'will have to 
be carried on for u 'number of seasons 
before much definite information 
will 


be available. The progress report con- 
tained in bulletin 
methods used for 


104 deals with the 
preventing the de- 
posits of silt. This is sometimes accom- 
plished by making settling basins in the 
feeders at short distances above 
the 


reservoirs, thus checking the velocity of 
the stream and permitting a deposition 
o? the greater part of the silt. Sluicing 
reservoirs to remove the silt have not 
yet been' attempted in connection with 
this Investigation. 


There has been much demand for in- 


formation in regard to pumping water 
for irrigation. In many places it is be- 
lieved that this would be a cheaper 
method of obtaining 
a water 
supply 


than the construction of long canals. 
The report contains the records of cost 
and capacity of pumping stations in 
Arizona and California. -It Is estimated 
that water sufficient to 
irrigate 
an 


acre of ground 
can be 
supplied 
by 


pumping at an average cost of $10 pel- 
acre In 
Arizona, and 
in 
California, 


where electricity can be cheaply gener- 
ated' by water power, the cost does not 
exceed from 25 to 35 cents per acre., The 
difference lies almost altogether in the 
cost of developing power, for which no 
general estimates can be made. 


In addition to the general 
investi- 


gationn In the arid region, experiments 
were begun In the semi-arid region of 
eastern Nebraska. A large canal was 
built in a region where 
for 30 years 


crops had been raised by rainfall alone. 
The results show that even in regions 
where the rainfall is ordinarily suffi- 
cient for the raising of profitable crops, 
the iiso of an additional supply of wat- 
er murh more than pays for tho con- 
struction of Irrigation works. 


The improvement In tho design of in- 


struments for measuring 
water 
has 


been marked and farmers are adopting 
the water register at a number of places 
where It IK Important to have continu- 
ous records of the flow of canals and 


Aside from the principal question dls- 
russed in the report, there is much of 
value to the Irrigator relative to the 
methods of diverting und 
distribut- 


ing water In each state. .Those details 
while valuable to the farmer ot some 
experience In Irrigation, will be espe- 
cially belnfn to those'who nre unac- 
qualntf-fl with agriculture whwo condi- 
tions are such as to make the artificial 
application of water necessary.

The Relations of Capital to Labor. 
At'present In far too many cases the 
gulf betw'een capital and labor Is re- 
garded by the units comprising the lat- 
ter half of the partnership as unbridg- 
able—a sort of yawning chasm across 
which no connecting ling can be thrown.

With a wider 
outlook on, the workers' part, this hos- 
tile attitude will gradually recede and 
eVer- Increasing, friendly relations be es- 
tablished. 
Capital and labor must -be 


In amicable agreement and upon the 
strength and cordiality of this partner- 
ship will our success in competitive in- 
dustry depend. 
That there should be 


foreign competition is only consistent 
with the development of other countries, 
but if the two halves of our Industrial 
partnership are in unison and hearty 
co-operation, competition then becomes 
but an incentive to fresh effort. This 
co-operation is not only possible, but 
feasible, once the workers see the neces- 
sity for it; and that in turn only com- 
petitive nations, achieved through 'the 
aid of the workers' present organiza- 
tions, would be of an extremely bene- 
ficial character to. the industry of today 
and invaluable to industry of the future.

It - 
was this low area that was responsible for the snow of the 10th and llth. • 
March 14—A storm, developed In TJtah on the previous day, passed over Colo- 


rado and was nearly central at Denver. The barometer 'was remarkably low over ' 
tho state, while the forecast official at Denver wrltcs.ot that station: "With the 
exception of March 10, 1884, this Is the lowest point reached (by .the barometer) dur- 
ing March in 30 years." •• 
March 23-^A low area remained over the middle plateau for three clays, finally 


moving into Colorado. Tho snow of the 23d seems to have attended the formation 
of this disturbance, but was much less striking than the result oC Its crossing tho 
mountains, on March 25. Professor Shedd writes as follows: "A most peculiar atorm. ' 
The clouds gathered during the forenoon until by 11:15 the rooms were dark enough 
for lamps. Snow began to fall and at the same time several claps of thunder were 
. 
heard. The flakes were large granular pellets, almost like sleet. Later they be- - 
came less hard but remained granular. Abo.ut 12:30, during the hardest part of the : . 
snowfall, a flash of lightning was seen, followed by a clap of thunder. The distance .. 
of the lightning seemed (from the interval between Hash and sound) to be about one - 
mile. The snow fell until 3:20 p. m.; wind from northwest; clouds nimbus and very :. 
heavy especially at first; temperature 32 degrees, about." In the last respect there 
TVBS a sudden change at the beginning of the storm, as the air had be«n qulto warm . 
and the conditions of instability, usual in summer thunder storms, doubtless pre-

March 28-31—The closing days of the month were characterized by a succession 


of cyclonic disturbances In the vicinity of tlie Mexican boundary, which kept a low 
barometer as a prevalent condition In Colorado. The greatest precipitation occurred - 
on the 28th, between 11 a. m. and 6 p. m., but there was also a considerable fall on 
the following day. Professor Shedd has the following notes as to the character of 
the precipitation, under date of March 29: "In the morning, about 11:30, snow began 
to fall heavily. The wind was In the northwest; temperature about 32 degrees. At 
flrst the snow was granular and large, forming in pellets. It was almost like sleet. 
As th« storm progressed, the large granulations stopped and the flakes became , 
fine but not crystalline. Toward night, as the temperature fell, the fine snow,was 
mixed with crystals, and before long all the flakes were crystalline. The flakes were 
tabular (1. e., flat), some compact, close and small, some large and branching. The ,, 
storm was in ma.ny respects a typical one, Illustrating a great abundance of crys- ^ 
tals with Its progress."

In the clouds. The dirigible air-ship is 
•M. Santos-Dumont's special hobby, and 
his sail around the Eiffel Tower, and tlje 
later '- successful flights over Monaco 
fcay, have no doubt created a general 
impression that he will probably have 
an easy time of It walking off with the 


Purchase exposition for this sort of fly- 
tag machine. That Impression is an 
erroneous one. There are others, and 
there are Americans among them. When 
tlje air-ship races at the World's Fair 
are over, M. Santos-Dumont and those 
•who expect to see him an easy winner 
may find themselves on the -wrong side 
'of the sruesslhg contest. They may have 
another guess coming. It certainly looks 
that way at this distance. 
'Probably the most formidable contest- 
ant Santos-Dumont will have for the big 
prize will be Alanson Wood, the Toledo, 
Ohio inventor, who, with his partner, 
made a fortune in twelve short1 months 
from hlft Invention—the roller coaster. 
IJr. Wood Is now.completing the detail 
work on an airship, with which he will 
compete for the prl^e at the St. Louis 


and through It Mr. Wood can lift 25,000 
pounds with the locomotive force he 
Intends to employ on his ship. Practi- 
cal tests, given his apparatus have de- 
monstrated to the Inventor that his 
machine will be a success. He can see 
nothing now but the big prize at St. 
Louis, and the wealth which will follow 
the solution of a problem that has 
vexed men for ages past. 
Leo Stevens Is the name of another 


airship builder who has a flying ma- 
chine within 60 days of completion. He 
has his workshop on the second floor 
of 291 Eighth avenue, New York city, 
and says he will contest for the big 
prize at St. Louis. His machine, he 
thinks, is an improvement on the San- 
tos-DU'mont machine. 
He expects to 


make his. first trip through the air over 
the tops of New York's sky scrapers. 
"I had hoped to have Santos-Dumont 
one of the first to see my machine," 
said Mr. Stevens In conversation with 
an Evening- Telegram reporter a few 
days ago. Then he explained briefly 
the plan upon which his airship is con- 
structed. The frame -work is made of 
steel pipe manufactured especially for 
it.. The gasoline engine is also put in 
place In the frame. The entire weight 
of the frame work will be only 108 
pounds, although it is about 85 feet 
long and 15 feet high. The engine will 
be,seven and a half. 


In Stevens' machine, to begin with 
there will be two gas "envelopes" or 
balloons instead of one, a, smaller one 
being built within the large one. In 
this way he will prevent his main bal- 
loon from becoming flabby and un- 
wieldy, when the gas escapes, by forc- 
ing air into the cylinder, and by its 
expansion force the remaining gas In 
the big cylinder Into smaller compass, 
thereby keeping the main balloon full 
and shapely. 


He also has added a water ballast 


attachment, constructed on a-sliding 
track, so that he can move it back and 
forth at will and keep the equilibrium 
of the machine perfect. But what he 
considers his greatest Improvement over 
Dumont's machine Is the addition of 
two automatic wings attached to the 
balloon, which will fold up when the 
balloon shoots,upward and open as it 
descends, acting on the parachute prin- 
ciple, and thereby preventing him from 
coming down to the earth too rapidly 
as has been the experience with Du- 


mont. The balloon will be above the 
steel frame, the same as in Dumont's 
machine, but the frame work will be 
much better supported, and the ma- 
chine In every way will be under better 
control of the navigator. 


"So far as solving the question of 
commercial navigation of the air is con- 
cerned,", said he, "I am not bothering 
myself. I am not going into that realm 
yet, but I say to you In all candor, and 
not with the enthusiasm of a theorist, 
that I know that I have solved the prdb- 
lem of constructing a machine that will 
carry one person through the air where- 
ever he seeks to go, and against any 
ordinary current. 


"All my life I have been making trips 
through the air. I have studied every 
phase of the problem of aerial naviga- 
tion, and three years ago, when I per- 
fected my models and secured my pat- 
ents from the United States govern- 
ment, I had hoped to have nothing satd 
about It until I was able to demonstrate 
what now I only proclaim. By June, at 
the latest. I hope to have the machine 
in working order. 
Most of the metal 


work Is now completed, and trie gas 
tank Is being made at Long Branch. 
"I expect to be the successful competi- 
tor at St. Louis, and I hope to have 
M. Santos-Dumont here to witness my 
first trip. I am proud of him, and while 
I am frank to say that I have profited 
•much by his .victories, I have gained 
vastly more by his defeats. 
He has 
had a great deal more money than I 
have to work with, but he is entitled to 
a world of credit for what he has done. 
No one who has not made a life study 
of the great problem as I have done, 
can comprehend Vthe discouragements 


I one meets with. But what he has failed 
' to do I know that I shall do. 


"Any one who understands the princi- 


ples of ballooning can construct a ma- 
chine that can be lifted into the air and 
propelled If there is no resistance, but 
M. Santos-Dumont has not been able yet 
to control his machine agalnat any con- 
siderable resistance and to descend In 
a satisfactory manner, and.those things 
I,-.: shall do. 
I shall not attempt to 
..travel at .first in a hurricane, but I 
shall be able to travel against any or- 
dinary current. I expect that the ma- 
chine will need improvements. It Is 
beyond human skill to perfect this great 
work at one stroke, but I know that I 
hajte now surpassed all that has been 
accomplished up to this period." 


•Alvln W. Van Dorston of South Bend, 
Ind., a skilled mechanic and pattern- 
maker, has a patent pending for a fly- 
! ing machine with which he hopes to 
carry off the World's Pair prize. Dor- 
ston's flying ship is to be operated by 
gasoline. 
The body of the vessel is 


100 feet long by 37 feet beam In toe 
widest place. The total weight of the 
machine, will be 1,000 pounds.. The lift- 
ing surface is 2,500 feet. Included 'in 
this lifting surface -are 96 lifting wheels, 
48 on each side. "The essential princi- 
ples necessary to successful aerial navi- 
gation are aeroplane force, buoyancy, 
and lifting wheels," says Dorston. "If 
a successful airship cannot be produced 
by the use of these principles, there will 
be but little use to attempt aerial navi- 
gation along other lines. " 
Inventor 
Gustave 
Whltehead 
of 
Bridgeport, Conn., Is also working on 
a dirigible airship with the Intention of 
meeting Santos-Dumont In the balloon 


race at the World's Pair. Whltehead 
recently conducted a series of trial 
tests with his machine at Charles is- 
land, Mllford,. 
He Is elated over tha 
success of the trials. He asserts that 
he made a complete circuit In the air, 
covering an area of about a quarter of 
a mile, returning to within SO 'feet of the 
starting point, when the rii'acRlne de- 
scended and dropped lightly to the 
sandy shore.

Hermann Ganswindt, a noted Berlin

INDIAN EDUCATION. 


Brighter Side of the Problem—Indiana 


Compared With Immigrants as 


Citizens.. 


"In 1877 the flrst $20,000 was appropri- 


ated to fit the Indians for citizenship; 
that Is, for their education. That, with 
some other contributions, supported 48 
boarding schools and 102 day schools, 
with' 3,598 pupils. In 1889 the annual 
appropriation was $2,638,390 for the sup- 
port of 148 boarding schools, and 295 day 
schools, with a total of 24,000 pupils. 
These figures alone, in his opinion, sig- 
nify the success of the school system, 
and, the belief of the country in its ef- 
ficacy. 


"The/latest annual report issued by 
the commissioner .of Indian 
affairs— 


which, by the way, places the number of 
boarding schools at 113, .instead of the 
148. of Mr. Dawep' reckoning In 1899— 
Is a gloomy state document. Mr. Jones 
apparently despairs of the present sys- 
tem.

"'Not having earned his education.' 
he says of the Indian pupil, 'It Is not 
appreciated; having made no sacrifice 
to obtain. It is not valued. It Is looked 
upon as a faiMr to the government, -not 
to the recipient: and the almost Inevit- 
able tendency is to encourage depen- 
dence, foster pride, and create a, spirit 
of arrogance and selflsnness.' 
"That very few children between the 
ages of five and 21 make personal sac- 
rifices to obtain an education is equally 
true. To be sure,-their parents as citi- 
zens are supposed to aid In the sup- 
port of the public school system; but 
perhaps the logical and remembering 
Indian parent may feel that he, too, 
has sacrificed enough to the state to 
justify him In expecting an education 
for his children— -especially since the 
white men seem .to be very anxious, to 
give It. Arid, after, all, a 16 or 20-year 
experiment Is but a. brief one in the 
history of a race. 


"At Hampton and Carlisle, where 


careful records of the graduates have 
been kept, it is eald that 76 per cent, 
of those who have gone out of 
the 
schools, have been eood average men 
and women. At Hampton a late report 
gives the proportion which works as 
teachers, clerks, doctors and in the pro- 
fessions generally, as 118 to 197 farmers,

"Savagery has not set upon the faces 
of our western wards half the hopeless- 
ness, the stupid indifference that the 
far eastern civilizations have branded 
upon those of their races whom they 
send here, and whom we, without ap- 
parent qualms or misgivings, undertake 
to educate and fit for citizenship. To be 
sure we undertake to fit for citizenship 
in our very midst. We do not segre- 
gate them, and give them for compan- 
ionship only those of ourselves who will 
prey upon- their simplicity and their 
native passions, or those who will re- 
gard them with the deep-seated hos- 
tility of - avaricious 
ignorance. It Is 
possible, if the unlearned may hazard 
a theory, that this is one reason why 
the.barbarian peasant hordes from Eu- 
rope are. so much more readily prepared 
for citizenship than the savages of the 
west. 


"After all, the effect of Indian edu- 
cation upon the tribes from which the 
children go out depends upon two things 
—the actual, workaday value to them 
of the.thlngs they have learned, and the 
affection with which they are regarded 
and through which alone they may hope 
to exert Influence. 


"If the little disquisitions upon TJlys- 
ses and the like seem remote, from an 
Indian boy's 
immediate educational 
needs, there Is comparatively little of 
that to a great deal of carpentry. If 
the Paris doll and the list of the English 
queens do not seem immediately con- 
nected with the Indian girl's destiny- 
no more are they with that of Bridget 
on East Forty-first street or of Rebecca 
On. R.ivlngton. And It Is always to be 
remembered that the Indian child Is 
learning, too, arts quite untaught in 
Bridget's school and Rebecca's— iron- 
Ing, dress-making, cooking and the like. 
I do not believe that anyone can visit 
a well-conducted Indian school like the 
one at Santa Fe, and, remembering 
how, short a time we have been con- 
ducting the manual training expeti- 
ment, despair. Despondency seems al- 
most premature."— (Anne O'Hagan in

Making a Good Train Service. 


Twenty years ago It was not uncom- 
mon for train crews to be dragged 
from saloons and sent half drunk on 
their runs. 
A "layover" too 
often 


meant a debauch. But with railroad 
Improvements came a demand for 
n'.ean-livinjr, trustworthy men; rail- 
roads could not afford to have drink- 
ing men at the throttles of "flyers" 
or in control of trains expected to make 
close connections. It was dangerous. 
With the lifting of the standard came 
the need of aids to "keep straight" the 
men who desired to retain and increase 
their efficiency. 
And in the railroad 
branches of the Young Men's Christian 
association—after the flrst had made a 
success at 
Cleveland—many 
clear- 
sighted railroad offclals saw a means 
of helping their men help themselves. 
When It was demonstrated to them by 
the International 
committee of the 


Young Men's Christian association that 
regard for the comfort of their men 
would react to the advantage of the 
railroad service, one after 
another 
gave his co-operation to start branches 
and furnish them with buildings. Con- 
version came hard with some. They 
saw psalm-singing In the plan. 
But

Boston & Maine, President Ingalls. of 
the Big Four, President Ramsey of the 
Wabash, Mr. George J. Gould, head 
of the Gould system.

/ The chief value of the vote in the house on Friday is that it demonstrates to the country that the.sugar 


trust is losing its grip on the congress of the United States. 


It has been many years since that trust has received a rebuff in congress. It maintains at Washington the. 


most powerful and the most unscrupulous lobby of any of the large interests. Its agents are quite as numerous 
inside the halls of congress as outside. - 


When the McKinley tariff bill was at the full height, of its operations, and when public sentiment Was run- 


ning strongly in favor of high protection, this trust was powerful enough to force through congress a measure 
making the duties upon raw sugar from Cuba almost nominal. 


The sugar trust owns vast plantations in Cuba, and with the cheap labor which can be obtained there 


they could make it impossible for American sugar planters to compete with them it they could get a suitable rate 
on their importations of raw sugar. 
- 


But the sugar trust does not care to compete with the sugar refineries ot Europe, and when .it comes to 


choosing between the present tariff on Cuban raw sugar and the removal of the differential tariff on refined 
sugar, the trust will undoubtedly choose to iet the present tariff on raw sugar stand. 


It will be'interesting to watch the movements of the Republican advocates of this Cuban bill from this on.' 
They have persistently claimed that their efforts were solely and unselfishly in the interests of the Cuban 


people.

Wilth the bill, as it passed the house, pinching the toes of the sugar trust, but serving Cuba just as well 


as the original measure could, we shall soon see whether pure philanthropy or more material influences were back 
of this recent effort of the house Republican leaders to break down the Republican doctrine of protection, and 
to throw-to the winds the. party's national platform pledges.

There has never been much chance of this bill passing the senate under the most favorable circumstances, 


and now that it has become almost a free trade measure so far as sugar is concerned, it Is certain of defeat.

That trust has always taken a lively interest in Colorado, not only in a business way, but also politically.

THE WATER CURE INVESTIGATION. 


A 


T LAST an "atrocity" seems to have been dug up 


that has something more to it than the dreams of 
a letter-writing soldier or the fantasy of an. anti- 
imperialist. It appears to be fairly well estab- 


lished by the testimony of reputable members of Company 
M of the Twenty-sixth volunteer, infantry, that on Nqvem- 
ber 27, 1900, at the convent of Igbaras, the presidents of 
that town was given the "water-cure" for the purpose 
of forcing him to give information in regard to the in- 
surgents in that vicinity. 


The "water-cure," of which the details have been 


described with sufficient frequency .in the daily papers, is 
a painful, barbarous, but not fatal nor permanently in- 
jurious process. It is a comparatively mild form of tor- 
ture, but it is nevertheless wholly inconsistent with 
American military discipline and abhorrent to American 
sentiment. 


Any officer or private who shall be proven guilty of; 


such an offense ought to be promptly and severely pun- 
ished, and we have no doubt that he will be. 


There is no sense, however, in exaggerating •the im- 


portance of this event or of making it a basis for general 
condemnation of the American, army and its methods. 


There never was a war in which some breaches of 


discipline and acts of cruelty did not take place, and 
the war in the Philippines has been wonderfully free 
from them, when the worst is said,. 


Under circumstances of peculiar difficulty, and against 


an enemy whose barbarity and treachery tried the pa- 
tience of the Americans most severely, they nobly main- 
tained the best traditions of the American service except 
in a few isolated instances. 


Only the yellow journal and the bitter partisan will 


allow the exceptional outrage to assume a greater im- 
portance than the ordinary record of courage, humanity 
and forbearance that has characterized the American 
army in the Philippines.

courts in regard to strikes and the legal questions

pr6^sl05p!|j:tlius stated: 


- . allJ!h%''bill becomes a law, in all labor disputes 


between employers and employes, the following 
doitaitipn8--will exist: 


It will hdt be a criminal conspiracy for two or 


more-Arsons merely to contract, combine or 
ftgree ,to "do" an act in restraint of interstate or 
foreign commerce if such acts would not be , 
criminal if actually committed by one persou act- 
ing alone. 


NOjinjunction or restraining order will lawfully 


issue based solely on such contract, combination 


, .or agreement. 
: 
It .will be a crime for two or more persons to 


contract, combine or agree to do any act in re- 
straint of interstate and foreign commerce which 


..:.-• is criminal when committed by one person acting 


alone. 
•

It will be a criminal conspiracy to contract, 


combine or agree to do any act in constraint of 
interstate and foreign commerce if such act would 
be criminal when actually committed by one per- 
son acting alone. 


Nothing in the law will sanction a resort to 


force or violence or intimidation by a show of 
force, in aid or furtherance of any trade dispute, 
or make Innocent or non-punishable any act done 
(aside from the mere making of an agreement or 
contract) that is otherwise punishable as a crime. 
It is something in favor of this bill that it will fail 


to Meet the views of 'the extremists on both sides. On the 
one hand it will be criticised because it does not actuary 
do away.with the powers of courts to issue injunctions 
against labor- unions under any circumstances, and on 
the other because it refuses to allow courts to declare 
all concerted action on the part of employes to be an 
illegal conspiracy. 


But the general principle of the bill, as set forth above, 


that it cannot he wrong for a union to do something that 
is Innocent if done by an individual, and that it cannot be 
Innocent for a union to do something that is wrong if 
done by an individual. Will appear to most people as a 
pretty sensible sort of doctrine. 


If the measure Is passed it will serve as the founda- 


tion upon which will be built a national code relating to 
labor disputes, and it is to be hoped that all of this legis- 
lation may be as fair and as sensible as the provisions 
of the Hoar-Grosvenor bill.

THE BRITISH CAMP IN NEW ORLEANS. 
S 


OME TIME AGO the Gazette in an editorial an- 


nounced the principle that the sale of horses and 
mules to British agents in the United States for 
use in South Africa was not 
a 
violation of 


neutrality on the part of this country, and that it was 
in accordance, with the policy that had been maintained 
and insisted upon by the United States through the 
whole course of its national existence. 


Recently the question has come up in a new form, 


and it is now alleged that the British are maintaining a 
military camp in the vicinity of New Orleans, and the 
department of state now has the subject under in- 
vestigation. 
. 


If the British government is maintaining a military 


camp within the borders of the United-States for the 
purpose of outfitting hostile expeditions against another 
country, that is entitled to belligerent -jclghts, there is • no 
question but that neutrality'is being" violated. But if 
the British do not outfit armed- expeditions upon our 
territory, they have a perfect right^tbtiy here whatever 
they like, and they may ;also send ;tiljhe;vfor that pur- 
pose such agents as they chose, millta^feor civil. And 
the Boers have a perfect right to do ^h||pamc. . 


The-question as to whether thei British government 


may enlist American citizens for military service in 
South Africa is something different. .The supreme court 
has decided that an American citizen may enter the 
land or naval service of a foreign government without 
compromising the neutrality of his own, and also that 
it is not'a crime under the neutrality law to leave this 
country with the intent to enlist in a foreign military 
service, nor to transport persons out of the country with 
their own consent who have an intention of so enlisting. 
But the court has also held that, such persons must not 
enlist in this country nor hire to go abroad with the 
intent to enlist. 


If the British government has hired muleteers who 


have afterwards been persuaded to enter the British 
army, that is not a violation of neutrality; If the British 
government has been enlisting Americans in this country 
for service in South Africa, that is clearly a violation 
of neutrality, and a proper subject for Interference by 
our government; 
if the British government has exer- 


cised compulsion upon any American citizens, whether 
engaged as muleteers or not, to enter the British service 
as soldiers, that is a very, different matter. In the latter 
case, the offense would be not against the neutrality 
laws, but against the sovereign rights of this nation. It 
would be a very serious matter, 'and one that would call 
for prompt and vigorous' action by our government. 


The probability is that the United States has no 


real 'ground for complaint against the action 
of 'the 


British agents at New Orleans. 
No doubt the British 


officers In charge of the work of buying and shipping 
American horses and mules have been very carefully 
informed as to their rights and duties, and have received 
very positive instructions not to transgress the limits. 
The purchase ot supplies in this country haa been a 
matter of top much benefit to the British for them to 
run any risk. It is to their. interest to see that the 
neutrality laws are; very strictly observed, and when the 
Investigation : Is ;made It will probably be shown that 
this has been done. 


The investigation should be made just the same, 


and it should be a thorough one. - 
•

B NOTICE that some Coloradoans are express- 


ing opinions unfavorable to woman suffrage,

THE TRUSTS AND THE NECESSITIES 


OF LIFE. 


S 


O LONG AS THE TRUSTS confined themselves to 


the things that can be dispensed, with, public 
sentiment was aroused slowly and with difficulty 
against them. The average man does not have 


to travel on ~a railroad every day, and when he does 
there is always the argument that the price he has' to 
pay for'his ticket is better than walking.. The average 
man does not have, to use kerosene, and the average 
man is not vitally interested in the price of steel rails. 


But the average man does have to eat, and when 


the trusts put up the prices of the necessaries of life, 
such as milk and meat and flour, the average man not 
only feels the effect of it day by day, but he is suf- 
ficiently familiar with the circumstances and distribu- 
tion to realize that an injustice is being done to him, 
and to begin to look about him for a remedy. 


It is claimed, of course, that the trust method of 


distribution is superior to any other, and that when 
prices are advanced the product is still sold at a lower 
figure than would be possible under a different system. 
There is some truth in -this statement. 


In the case of meat, for Instance, it is of decided 


advantage, both in economy and in healthtulness, that 
the cattle and sheep and hogs should be handled in the 
abattoirs of Chicago and Kansas City rather than in 
innumerable little slaughter houses throughout tho coun- 
try. In theory, the trust ought to pay the farmers more 
and sell to the consumers for less than could be done 
under general competition. But the difficulty is that 
neither the stockraiser npr .the consumer can read tho 
market reports at the present time with any great sat- 
isfaction. The farmer does not see that the price paid 
him corresponds to the raise in the retail list, and the 
consumer sees no other alternative than to use less 
meat at his table. Neither the meat eater-nor the stock 
grower of Colorado can see any justice in the situation 
that forces our cattle to ho sold in Chicago in competi- 
tion with the beeves of Illinois, and our beefsteaks to 
be bought in Chicago in competition with the meat eat- 
ers of the eastern cities. 


If the trust system is the .one by which the greatest 


economy of production and of distribution can be secured, 
then the trust managers should see to it that the rights 
of the public aro protected, that the stock growers get 
a fair price, and that the meat buyers pay a fair price. 


Otherwise there will infallibly .be forced upon them 


the proper remedy, and that'is, not _ the abolition of the 
trust system and the return to the evils of open compe- 
tition, but the regulation of the trusts for the benefit of 
the people.

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NAVAL APPROPRIATIONS.

ECRETARY LONG appeared on Saturday before 
• the house committee on naval affairs to discuss 


the items of the naval appropriation bill. 
He 


favored an appropriation for three battleships, 


two armored cruisers and. some smaller ship's. 


A -reasonable amount of now construction' for the 


navy each year is essential to the proper protection of 
the national interests. 
War ships not only wear out, 


but they very quickly go out of style. This is not, how- 
ever, so much a matter of fashion as it is that modern 
invention progresses so rapidly that the ships become 
obsolete long before they wear out. It is not the decay 
of material nor the strain of ocean service that puts 
the ship that is five years old at such a great disad- 
vantage when brought into comparison with one that is 
fresh from the builders' hands. 


Few people realize how large a part of what, the 


great nations spend for building battleships is merely to 
make good the losses of the service and to keep the navy 
up to date. 
In fact the number of ships is an utterly 


unreliable factor in determining the .strength of a navy, 
and a certain amount of >new building is inevitable unless 
the nation wishes to be left hopelessly inferior to others. 


The rapidity with which, warships wear out is an 


argument that works both ways. It (Jembnstrates the 
necessity. for reasonable annual construction, and it 
proves the utter folly-of building ships faster than they 
are needed.

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A good navy is an insurance policy for the national 


Interests. When wo need it, we need it very.niuch^ and 
when we need it, if we do not have it, there is no pos- 
sible way by which it can Be obtained. It is^as foolish 
to neglect naval appropriations as it is t6 neglect.in- 
surance premiums, but the navy has this further ad- 
vantage, that in itself it is a precaution against disaster, 
as well as a safeguard when' disaster is Imminent.

down the arm. We found it lodged in 
the left arm.

lung. Mr. Gauss is bleeding Internally, 
but I do npt think any large arteries 
have been tpuched, The chances are 
all against him. but It Is possible that 
he'may recover." 
Mr. Gauss was very weak last night 
and his pulse hovered around 150. Dr.

The wounded 
man is; :not bleeding externally, but it 
la thought he is bleeding Internally. Ev- 
ery effort was made to keep him alive 
until his'wife-and daughter could ar- 
rive.

First, that the Malays of the Philip- 
pines can govern themselves. Where is 
the proof? When, unaided, did Malays 
ever govern themselves? If it took our 
own race a thousand years to develop 
our present capacity tor 'self-govern- 
ment; 
if it required 150 years for the 


American colonists to grow from crown 
charter to constitution, how can Ma- 
lays In two-years accomplish the same 
results? 
Only in the last two years 


have the Filipinos ever seen even the 
working of honest government. Malays 
though they air, they are not a single 
people. 
In different islands different 


branches of the same stock as German 
and English are different divisions of 
the same race; these different divisions 
subdivided by 
different speech: three 


centuries of Spanish misrule—are these 
elements—Is tills the school of self- 
government? 
1C they can be? taught 


self-government. American administra- 
tion will.teach them. But not in a day 
can 
even 
American 
administration 


teach them what it took 
Americans 


themselves hundreds of years to learn. 
We require our own children to wait 
21 years before we allow them to par- 
ticipate In our own government: 
are 


Filipinos superior to educated American 
youth, inheriting the very blood of .self- 
government? 


If Filipinos should be found capable 


of self-government, the Republican par- 
ty will give It to them. 
But the Re- 


publican party proceeds on facts, not on 
imagination. And, therefore, the senate 
proposes a census of the Philippine is- 
lands for the purpose of informing con- 
gress to what extent and in v;hat places 
Filipinos can govern themselves. 
Is 


this not the method of reason? First 
find the facts and then fit our action 
to those facts. 
And while these facts 


are being gathered. American adminis- 
tration in the Philippines is extending 
self-government in town and village as 
rapidly as the Filipinos themselves can 
manage It. We are teaching them by 
practice; we are training them by edu- 
cation. If we can make them self-gov- 
erning, none will hall that consumma- 
tion with such delight as we who are 
Instructing them. But we will not turn 
them back to barbarism. We will not 
abandon them to rival powers. We will 
not .haul down the flag. We will do our 
work like Americans and men until all 
the east shall bless the name of the 
great republic and all mankind cheer 
American beneficence. 


Do they tell us of expense? 
Every 


dollar of expense of Philippine civil ad- 
ministration is paid out of the reve- 
nues of the archipelago. And the oppo- 
sition admits the necessity of our mil- 
tary expense because it proposes to 
<eep our army there till stable govern- 


ent Is established. Expense of an en- 
erprlse Is not measured hy the first 
utlay. What would be said of a man 
vho bought a farm, stocked it, built 
arns, erected houses, and then aban- 
oned it because thus far all had been 
utlay without Income?
